BERLIN, Oct. 24—The leaders of. 
the Conservative Party who come to- 
gether here from all parts of the 
Reich have passed a resolution in 
which they declared the pact and its 
results in its present form inac- 
ceptable to the Conservatives. Count 
Westarp immediately called a meet- 
ing of the Reichsta, members of the 
Conservative Party for tomorrow, at 
which a final decision will be made. 


It is doubted whether the Reich- 
stag members will dare to go against 
the decision of the party leaders. 
While the resolution passed by the 
Reichstag Conservattve members on 
Thursday left the door open for fur- 
ther discussions, it is pointedweut 
here that the resolution of the party 
lenders is a clear, straightforward 
rejection of the Locarno Pact. 

Should the Reichstag section adopt 
the same attitude as the party lead- 
ers at its meeting tomorrow, Martin 
Schiele, the Conservative Minister 
of Interior Affairs, as well as three 
other Conservative members of the 
Cabinet, will be forced to resign.

REDISC OVERY OF FAY’ 5 
COMET IS REPORTED 


A cablegram received at the Har- 


vard College Observatory from the 


International Bureau of Astronomical 
Telegrams at Copenhagen, announces 
that Dr. Walter Baade, of the Ham- 
burg Observatory at Bergedorf, Ger., 
observed Fay’s Comet with a tail, on 
Oct. 20. This refers in all probability 
to Fay’s Comet first discovered in 
1843 which appears periodically 
about once every seven or eight 
years, and which was missed in 1903. 

The comet would be visible only 
with a good-sized telescop . heing of 
the thirteenth magnitude. It Is near 
the constellation Canis Minor close 
to Procyon, The detailed observation 
reported was: right ascension eight 
hours five minutes 20 seconds, and 
declination, north nine degress 33 
minutes, with a daily motion of one 
minute. 44 seconds of time easterly 
and 12 minutes of arc southerly.

Visiting the huts in which these 
child-workers slept, he said he found 
that 14 slept in one hut, on dirty 
blankets; a small window gave a 
feeble ray of light, and but little air, 
as it was never opened. 

According to Mr. Blanshard, 75 
per cent of the student movement is 
nationalist in character and 25 per 
cent economic. 

Seventy-five per cent of the mis- 
sionaries in China, said the gpeaker, 
are sympathetic toward China's aspi- 
rations, and opposed to the imperial- 
ism of their own governments. Mr.

Grow Out tof Pod 


Tele * N Spring From 
Seed Nod of Malden Man's 
Pot Marigold 


An unusual event in the plant 
world was discovered in the garden 
of George W. Longley, 111 Washing- 
ton Street, Malden, this week. Found 
growing fram the seed pod of a per- 
fect calendula blossom were 12 
smaller but perfect blooms of the 
same flower. Like a crown of glory 
they drooped over the parent pod, 
both a benediction and a promise for 
that garden whose maidenly summer 
peauty has given way to the matronly 
gorgcousnegs of autumn. 

The large heads of yellow or 
orange-rayed, coarse-leaved flowers 
of the plant are put forth almost the 
whole year round, a fact which gives 
it the name of calendula, It came 
originally from the Mediterranean 
region. Under the common name of 
pot marigold it was an ornament of 
old country gardens but of late years 
has been coming into favor with 
florists and landscape gardeners. Its 
blazing beauty is more and more 
seized upon for its decorative quali- 
ties as well as iis intrinsic beauty. 
Its values are most strongly brought 
out when contrasted with other 
flowers, either from the garden or 
hothouse and is the chief feature of 
many exquisite combinations for the 
dinner table or drawing-room. 
Sturdy, yet delicate, it is equally at 
home and beautiful in a grand- 
mother’s garden or a modern city 
home.

Professor Wannamaker Sees an Enlightened Democracy 


at Work as Republic Is 


Finding Itself—Efforts 


of American Educator Praised 


Progress made by China in the 
period beginning with the critical 
days at the close of the Boxer up- 


‘hiflese Republic and leading to 
the present time, with its political 


dant promise for an enlightened fu- 
lure, were matters dipcuseed today 


Prof. Olin D. Wannamaker, world 
traveler, Harvard graduate, and for 
several years an educator in Canton 
Christian College, which he helped 
to establish and which has become 
popularly known as “The Harvard 
of China.” 

Prof. Wannamaker was introduced 
by Dr. Tehyi Hsieh of the Chinese 
Trade and Labor Bureau, who said 
in part: 

“Prof. Wannamaker helped to 
democratize China. The Chinese Re- 
public was not established until 10 
years after the establishment of 
Canton Christian College. In its 
early years the college was an in- 
stitution only available to sons of 
China’s rich men. But Prof. Wanna- 
maker helped to mould the destiny 
of our Harvard of China’ along lines 
of not only a new intellectual democ- 


have that precious leaven of 
brotherly love and human under 
standing.“ 

Since the first of the year Profes- 
sor Wannamaker has been in China, 
renewing his study of the compli- 
cated problems of the Far East. His 
work ag an educator in Canton Col- 
lege, where he taught history and 
philosophy, was collateral with many 
other interests through which he 
sought to obtain the sounder know!- 
edge of China which should enable 
him to be of assistance to her. 

In part, Professor Wannamaker 
said: 

“Both halves of the world have 
been at fault in China, but it be- 
hooves the half which has been the : 
stronger and always the aggressor 
and invader, always posing as the 
civilizing agency, to forget the 
faults of ‘the side which has been 
weaker, which has been forced to 
‘submit to aggression and to center 
attention upon the faults of aggres- 
sion. Only so will the situation which 
now faces us and which threatens the 
foundations of world peace for th. 
coming centuries be properly met.

Country Favors Use as Source of Oil Rather Than Heat— 
Rubber Prices to Continue High—Outlook 
for Diamond Industry

LONDON, Oct. 13—Nigeria, which 
now exports its black coal to the 
railways and steamers along the 
West African seacoast, has been call- 
ing attention to the vast potentialities 
of its lignite or brown coal In fact, 
the Government of that colony is very 
desirous of interesting capitalists to 
start out there a large briquetting in- 
dustry on modern lines. Attention 
was called to America’s example since 
the war, and it is hoped that some 
similar experiments may be made in 
Nigeria. 

The uses for lignite Major Law- 
rence, the commissioner at Wembly. 
pointed out, have widely increased | 
since the war. So far, however, the 
Nigerian lignite has only been tried 
in briquette form for locomotives and 
river steamers and, in experimental 
form on a small scale, for heating 
purposes in Great Britain. It is as a 
potential oi] source, however, that 
Nigeria most urgently desires to see 
this product put to use out there. 
For this purpose analyses and labora- 
tory experiments give valuable re-

erning Holst's choral symphony, 
rom the performers’ point of view 
was admirable advice, The work 
bristles with rhythmic and harmonic 
dificultiles—difficulties that are be- 
wildering to the eye, but which ex- 
plain themselves perfectly to the ear 
when sung. One secret of this suc- 
cess may lie in the fact that Holst 
always looks to it that the melodic 
progress of each part is intelligible. 
His score is the very reverse of what 
composers call “paper music.” Every 
effect comes off with unerring cer- 
tainty, exactly as intended. The bril- 
liance and color of his choral writ- 
ing, the aptness of his orchestration, 
are not paint superimposed upon an 
understructure of plain-surfaced 
idea. They are as integral to the 
music as the qualities of malachite, 
marble and lapis lazuli are to the. 
building of which they form part. 
Homogeneity of conception marks 
the entire work. Voices and instru- 
ments are not treated as two oppo- 
site groups of sound, nor are they 
Jed forward on the lines of a cantata. 
Instead, the score is one spacious 
whole, the voices are apprehended 
as a particularly beautiful and ex- 
pressive group of wind instruments, 
and their music definitely becomes 
articulate in words. 


Words From Keats 


For these words Holst has selected 
passages from the poems of John 
Keats. All are connected with music 
or imply it, and therefore are pecu- 
liarly suitable to the symphonic idea. 
Of symphonic form in the technical 
acceptance of the term there is little. 
Only the four movements, the out- 
lines of classical cyclic form, are 
there, while their contents follow 
methods of development suitable to 
the progress of the words. The 
groupings of keys and themes which 
are associated with pure instrumen- 
tal form, and which make it intelligi- 
ble, are absent. 

In a choral symphony a composer 
sets himself a most interesting prob- 
lem—that of writing vocal music in a 
form which was deliberately evolved 
to be independent of words and to 
make itself intellectually intelligible 
without them. Beethoven, absolutely 
saturated with sonata form, reserved 
his choral effects for the climax of 
the Ninth Symphony, and established 
the symphonic nature of his work by 
the preceding instrumental move- 
ments, Liszt did practically the same 
thing. Vaughan Williams, in his 
“Sea” Symphony, made all the move- 
ments choral, It is with this work 
that Holst's new symphony has most 
comradeship. By a happy ordering 
of programs this “Sea” Symphony 
was given at the Leeds Festival 
within a few hours of the Holst. It, 
too, had been written for Leeds (an 
earlier festival) and the originality, 
strength, and sincerity of both com-

Holst has scored his work for 
soprano solo, chorus, and a mod- 
erately large orchestra which can be 
decreased if the choir is small. Each 
movement can be performed sep- 
arately, and the Scherzo may be 
played without chorus as an orches- 
tral piece. The symphony opens with 
a Prelude, an Invocation to Pan, in 
which the voices rhythmically mur- 
mur the words to a low monotone 
note (B) while the orchestra softly 
weaves a theme and changing har- 
monies above a mysterious pedal 
note. This Prelude leads to an In- 
troduction and Song for soprano 
solo which in itself is an Introduc- 
tion to the Bacchanal that follows.

The solo gains a pensive quality 
ite modal color, while the 
Bacchanal is remarkable for its 
brilliance of color and rhythm. 
Written in seven-elght time the 
mere rhythm calls up the idea of a 
swift, onward swaying crowd, It ie 
one of those experiments in which 
Holst delights, and it ia extra- 
ordinarily successful, Moreover, the 
extra quaver in each bar, the odd 
beat, ja utilised by him with striking 
akille-placed now here, now there

This movement, reticent on a firat 
hearing, may well come to be the 
part of the symphony beat loved on 
fuller knowledge, The fine reserve, 
the imagination of the composer, 
and the tender thought which led him 
to the theme employed at the words

rice?“ and then to its reappearance 
at the sixth line in the last verse— 
these things make a deep impression, 
all the stronger because it is one to 
be received in silence. 

The Scherzo, Fancy.“ with

The Finale is conceived on great 
lines and carried out with broad 
sweeping choral lines and glowing 
beauty of sound. A poet and a tone 
poet unite to pour out a pan in 
praise of poetry. 

Altogether the symphony is a 
notable work: and shows FHolst's 
progressive thoughts at a further 
stage of development and maturity. 
Its performance was the outstand- 
ing event of the festival. 

Other Programs 


Other programs, however, were 
full of interest and the clever or- 
chestral suite, “Through the Look- 
ing Glass,” by Deems Taylor, de- 
lighted everyone by its humor and 
charm, Taylor thoroughly knows his 
business as a composer, His light 
but firm handling of his material, 
his keen feeling for orchestral tone 
values, his sense of beauty, and his 
wit made the little suite a real suc- 
cess, The comic passages for bassoon 
and double bassoon in the “Jabber- 
wock" were an irresistibly géod joke, 
and audience and band rippled into 
laughter, 

Another novelty by an American 
composer--& symphonic poem, Lux 
Mterna,“ by Howard Hanson—-was

Liadoff is known here as a com- 
poser of musical miniatures—‘Kiki- 
mora,” The Enchanted Lake,“ 
“Baba-Yaga” and the famous Music- 
Box.” In the “Apocalypse,” which 
he styles a “Symphonic Picture,’ he 
apparently indulged in tone painting 
on a larger scale; but what a stu- 
pendous subject! One for a genius 
of the first order, and Liadoff was 
hardly that. A charming talent, 
surely, a skillful musician, it is 
true, but without sufficient im- 
aginative or inventive power for the 
task he set himself. Naturally this 
orchestral piece falls far short of 
even suggesting the mighty imagery 
of the verses from the Revelation of 
St. John the Divine, which it would 
illustrate in tones. The music is 
puerile, even trifling beside its sub- 
ject. 
As a piece of music apart from the 
text which it would illustrate it is 
perhaps a good example of sonorous 
writing for the orchestra, and as 
such was not ineffective as an open- 
ing piece to precede Tschaikowsky’s 
doleful symphony, which was the 
principal number of the afternoon. 
Much has been written on this sym- 
phony and many would read into its 
pages meanings which were prob- 
ably far from the composer's thought 
when he wrote it. The tragic cir- 
cumstances surrounding its compo- 
sition have done much to invest it 
with an interest far above its musi- 
cal deserts, but is it not better by 
far to regard it as music pure and 
simple? In this light it is perhaps 
no better nor worse than others 
which have come from the com- 
poser's pen, charged with no more 
meaning than, say, his fifth, or fourth, 
nor than his orchestral fantasias, _ 
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From it, yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Koussevitzky squeezed the last drop 
of emotion, Not a possible effect was 
overlooked, not a measure was al- 
lowed to pass without its due amount 
of emphasis, of underscoring. It 
must be admitted that the music of 
Tschaikowsky stands such treatment 
better than that of almost any other 
symphonic composer. Classic reserve 
is not one of its qualities and when 
the attempt is made to invest it with 
such, failure is almost certain. And 
Mr. Koussevitzky is eminently 
suited to such music, as witness not 
only yesterday’s performance but his 
Playing of the fifth and “Romeo and 
Juliet” last season. To those who 
enjoy music of this kind, played in 
this fashion, the “Pathetic” of yes- 
terday afternoon must have been a 
delight. 

Debussy’s Rhapsody is an inconse- 
quential composition, and it was evi- 
dently placed on the program as a 
means for displaying the abilities of 
Edmond Allegra, the new first clari- 
netist of the orchestra. The clari- 
net part, however, is hardly more 
than an obbligato one, and while Mr. 
Allegra made the most of his oppor- 
tunity, and gave evidence of a beau- 
tiful tone and sound musicianship, 
a better medium for his talents might 
have been desired. 

Dukas's Sorcerer's Apprentice” is 
fast losing its humorous appeal. Like 
a story retold again and again, it has 
lost somewhat or its savor, though it 
must not be forgotten that to many 
it was undoubtedly new. It was 
played somewhat perfunctorily. Mr.

Thé Prince ot Wales has promised to preside in the 
spring ot 197 over the One Hundred and Thirty-Ninth 
Annual Festival in London of the Royal Masonic Insti- 
tution for Girls. The heir-apparent to the English throne 
wilt do this not only in his oficial capacity as Provincial 
Grand Master for Surrey—the county in which an ancient 
and populous part of the British capital is situate—but 
in accordance with the tradition of his family. | 

Royal princes for close on a century and a halt have 
been prominent in assisting the threo great English 
Masonic bodies specially identified with charitable work 
the Royal Masonic Institutions for Girls, Boys and 
Aged Freemasons and Widows of Freemasons. 

The Prince of Wales’s grandfather, King Edward. 
presided ag Grand Master over the Girls’ Centenary Fes- 
tival in 1888. And the present King, though not a Free- 
mason, ia Grand Patron of. all three institutions, while 
of the Girls’ the Grand Patroness is Queen Mary, and 
the Chief Patroness Queen Alexandra. 

The English method of supporting end administering 
the three Masonic benevolent bodies is so different from 
that.which obtaing in the United States, that the place 
occupied by the British annual festivals in the economy 
of the whole needs explanation in America. When cross- 
ing the Atlantic in the spring of last year on a mission 
from the Grand Master and Grand Lodge of England, | 
desired to discover the points of divergence as well as of 
agreement in American and English Masonry. 

„ 


On returning, I officially. reported that two phases 
of American Masonic activity are especially to be noted 
—-the great and growing exercise of benevolence and 
the ardent expansion of Temple building. In each case, 
American Masons mainly rely om a Grand Lodge levy 
rather than on the voluntary system; though individual 
gifts, and especially for benevolent objects, are many 
and munificent. . , . In various states, girls, boys, and 
aged Freemasons and their widows and other. dependent 
female relations have their separate homes, situated 


within the same area; and all are splendidly looked 


after.” 

“It would be impossible in so vast.a country as the 
United States,” I added, to have three centralised insti- 
tutions such as we possess in England”; and this is a 
point’of divergence which is highly important. Just as 
in medieval times all roads led to Rome, so in England 
today all roads lead to London. ; 

As a consequence, the Royal Masonic’ School for Cfrls 
is situated within four miles of St. Paul's Cathedral; that 
for boys is at Bushey, only a dozeri miles away; and the 
Old People's Home is about the same distance off at 
Croydon. Each is conducted as @ separate entity under 
its;own system of management; and the girls’. and boys’ 
institutions are independent of direct Grand Lodge con- 
trol, while the direct control constituttonally provided 
in the case of the old people’s institution has become 
largely nominal.

an audience to hear it. 
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Great ideas, notwithstanding the elaborate workshops 
in existence nowadays to receive them fittingly, stin 
vent their dyhamic and dynamitic force with an utter 
disregard of moments. A startling precedent was set 
when the notion of why things float landed on the ancient 
Archimedes as he was bathing; and it was not much 
improved when the law of gravitation fell on Sir Isaa@ 
Newton in the guise of an Apple as he was taking a 
siesta in his garden. The conception of the thermostat, 
thy device for automatically keeping heat in its place, 
also arrived unceremoniously, it was disclosed this week 
at the New York Electrical Show by the inventor, John 
A. Spencer, the idea firgt disturbing him as he was sit- 
ting in a Maine logging ¢amp, peacefully tending a boiler. 
It struck him so forcffly, it appears, as to upset his 
whole life, lending him in an easy chair in Cambridge, 
Mass., with his bank account unbalanced by an extra 
million dollars. This lagt entry may hardly have been a 
fitting one for so great and outstanding an idea, but 
certainly in this case at least, nothing so much became 
it as its leavings.
